Melvin Corder, instructor of computerized numerical control for the Technical 
Division of Shelton State Community College, was named the Outstanding Instructor of 1984

Alabama. 

Corder, a Tuscaloosa County native, is a graduate of Brookwood High School and 
received his B.S. degree trom the University of Alabama. He has done graduate work at 
the University of Central Florida. He joined Shelton State Technical Division .in 1965. 

Under his leadership, the numerical control department was designated in 1971 by the 

State Board of Education as the state training center for training in numerical control. 

ihe program was expanded in 1982 to include a computerized numerical control turning 

center ; a vertical machining center, and an in— house computer system for computer assist 
parts program. 

In 1983 the college purchased a coordinate measuring machine as well as other 

quality control equipment. The training in the quality control section was integrated 
within the overall program. 

Last fall Cincinnati Millicron, a nationwide machine tool manufacturer, donated a 
vertical computerized numerical control machining center valued at more than $100,000. 

This vertical CNC machining center was added to the coordinate measuring machine which 
was a horizontal operation. 

. he computerized numerical control program at Shelton has been closely associated 
with the Tuscaloosa County Industrial Development Authority and The Chamber of Commerce 
of West Alabama in efforts to attract new industry to West Alabama.
